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Council Adopts New Ethics Early Voting 


Ordinance by Md. Deadline

The agenda for the Monday, 
September 26 regular meeting of 
the Greenbelt City Council ap- 
peared succinct enough to observ- 
ers hoping for an early night but 
the meeting time swelled to the 
better part of four hours due in 
part to an extended discussion of 
an ordinance revising the city’s 
ethics code, which had to be 
adopted in time to meet a state 
deadline. All seven councilmem- 
bers were present. 

Ethics Ordinance 

The ordinance to replace the 
city’s existing ethics code with 
one more closely approximating 
that of the State of Maryland 
returned to the agenda for second 
reading and adoption. Consider- 
able reference had been made 
in prior discussions to the fact 
that the new ethics ordinances 
required of counties and munici- 
palities are at best an imperfect 
first effort mandated on a tight 
deadline by the state. At this 
meeting Davis and Jordan both 
reiterated that although support 
for the initiative had been reluc- 
tant among local governments 
initially, everyone was agreeing 
to give it their best effort and to 
deal with improving it in time. 
City Solicitor Robert Manzi em- 
phasized that it would be a living 
document and that it might be 


that, once appointed, the new city 
ethics commission would want 
to be part of any discussion of 
further changes. 

Resident Molly Lester spoke 
to say she was disappointed in 
this approach and that she be- 
lieved that other jurisdictions 
held public hearings for comment 
by residents while Greenbelt 
did only the minimum required. 
She also thought other jurisdic- 
tions were going further than 
Greenbelt in making the code 
more restrictive than that of the 
state. (Council added provisions 
on nepotism and abuse of office, 
which were part of the existing 
ethics code.) Citing her prior 
objections to the “fast tracking 
of the Economic Development 
Task Force” and council’s hold- 
ing an executive session on the 
purchase of the Greenbelt Middle 
School, she said these things 
add up to less transparency and 
an acceptance of minimal stan- 
dards. Noting that state law is 
less restrictive than the city’s 
existing law in reporting only 
earned income, she said: “I am 
wondering what has prompted the 
council to move in a direction of 
less transparency and disclosure, 
particularly since councilmembers

(APB) for 10 years 
and was elected 
chair by its mem- 
bers from 1988 to 1992. Davis 
is council liaison to the Friends 
of the Greenbelt Museum and 
to the Forest Preserve Advisory 
Board and represents the council 
on the Anacostia Trails Heritage 
Area Board of Directors. 

Davis moved to Greenbelt 
in 1975 and soon became ac- 
tive in local affairs. A condo- 
minium owner in Greenbriar, 
She was elected to the Green- 
briar Phase 1 Board of Directors, 
serving for 14 years. She was 
Carnival Chair for the Labor 
Day Festival Committee for 18 
years. In 1995, Davis was on the 
Project Design Committee that

led to the forma- 
tion of GIVES, the 
Greenbelt Intergen- 
erational Volunteer 
Exchange Service, 
of which she is a 
charter member. 
She was re-elect- 
ed to the GIVES 
Board of Directors 
for an eighth term 
as Vice President 
in June 2010. 
Davis has honed 
her leadership 
skills and expand- 
ed her experience 
and effectiveness by serving tire- 
lessly in many roles. As mayor, 
she is council’s representative 
to the Metropolitan Washing- 
ton Council of Governments 
(COG) Board of Directors. In 
2005, she was elected Chair of 
the COG Board for a one-year 
term. In 2010, she also served 
as its corporate president. Da- 
vis is a member of COG’s Cli- 
mate, Energy and Environment 
Policy Committee and its Ches- 
apeake Bay and Water Resourc- 
es Policy Committee, both of 
which she has served on since

Most Greenbelt voters will 
cast their ballots for members 
of the 2011-2013 city council in 
the good old-fashioned way — at 
their precincts on election day, 
November 8. Those who prefer 
to vote earlier or in the comfort 
of their own homes or using a 
paper ballot have two other al- 
ternatives. Absentee voting by 
machine-readable paper ballot 
opens next Wednesday, October 
19. Early voting using a voting 
machine at various neighborhood 
polling places will begin Satur- 
day, October 22. 

With the goal of making vot- 
ing easier and more convenient, 
the City of Greenbelt first ex- 
tended early voting privileges at 
the 2005 election when it began 
to issue absentee ballots on re- 
quest to any qualified voter who 
chose to be absent from the polls, 
not only those who were required 
to be absent. Beginning with the 
2009 election, voting machines 
were also made available for 
early voting at specific times in 
each of the three parts of the city. 

Absentee Voting 

The first step in voting ab- 
sentee 1s applying for the ballot. 
The voter can print the applica- 
tion form from the city’s website 
at greenbeltmd.gov, pick one up 
at the city clerk’s office in the 
Municipal Building at 25 Cres- 
cent Road, call 301-474-8000 to 
have one mailed or request one 
by email at cmurray @ green- 
beltmd.gov. In lieu of the form, 
a letter requesting an absentee 
ballot may be sent to the city 
clerk that includes the voter’s full 
name, Greenbelt residence ad- 
dress, phone number and original 
signature. 

Once received and executed, 
the ballot can be returned by mail 
or in person. Applications for 
absentee ballots must be received 
no later than noon on Monday, 
November 7. In order to be 
counted, absentee ballots must 
be received by the city clerk no 
later than 6 p.m. on election day, 
November 8. Once an absentee 
ballot has been issued, the voter 
may vote in that election only by 
using the absentee ballot. 

Early Voting 

Early Voting will be held on 
different days in Greenbelt East, 
Greenbelt West and Center City, 
but qualified voters may choose 
to vote at any of these locations. 

Greenbelt East: Voting will 
be held at the club house at 
Schrom Hills Park, 6915 Hanover 
Parkway, on Saturday, October 
22 from 9 a.m. to 1 p.m. and on 
Sunday, October 23 from 11 a.m. 
to 2 p.m. 

Greenbelt West: Voting will 
be held at the Springhill Lake 
Recreation Center, 6101 Cherry- 
wood Lane on Saturday, October 
29 from 9 a.m. to 1 p.m. and on 
Sunday, October 30 from 11 a.m.

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Candidates Offer Changes 
For Greenbelt Station 


In last weeks paper we posed three questions to the eight 
candidates seeking election to the Greenbelt City Council on No- 
vember 8. Responses are limited to 300 words and must be sub- 
mitted by 9 p.m. Monday. Each week we publish the candidates’ 
answers to the question. 


Question 1. In view of the changed economy should revi- 
sions be considered to the uses proposed for the Greenbelt 
Station development at the Greenbelt Metro Station? If so, 
what changes might you be amenable to? 


Leta Mach 

The changed economy does require a re-evaluation of many 
things and that includes the north and south cores of the Greenbelt 
Metro Station. Such re-evaluation must be done carefully in order 
to preserve many of the concessions that the city has already gotten 
in our development agreements. 

As road layout and other infrastructure is already in place in the 
south core and the city did extensively review the site plan for this 
area, I would not propose major changes here. However, one of 
the areas that I would be amenable to changing is architectural style 
and details. Features such as bay windows are a matter of indi- 
vidual taste and should be permitted as long as the construction is 
quality work and durable. I am open to modifying housing designs 
rather than forcing a developer to use the design of a contractor that 
is no longer interested in this project. 

On the other hand, I feel strongly that the commitments for 
recreational facilities and greenspace must be maintained. The de- 
tailed site plan for townhomes in the south core that was approved 
in 2006, has a very nice central greenspace feature that should be 
kept. More playgrounds or parks should be offered if there are any 
adjustments made to the architecture of the homes in this project. 

There has been talk of a federal agency being interested in the 
north core. I would be open to considering that use as long as it 
was a leased facility and therefore would be subject to city taxes. 
These would be needed in order to fund city services. Also needed 
would be the shuttle service that is specified in the development 
agreement. People living in homes in the south core should have 
the ability to get to the transit station without using their cars. 


Bill Orleans 

Yes and no, but not necessarily because of “the changed econ- 
omy.” 

Early planning for the site was too ambitious: too much com- 
mercial office and too much commercial retail in the North Core, 
in what was only half of the appropriate area for development, the 
east side of the tracks. Logically, with any such commercial devel- 
opment on one side, the value of the land on the other would rise 
substantially; and regardless of current zoning, there would occur 
in the private sector, land banking and eventually block busting in 
North College Park in the expectation that zoning would eventually 
be changed there, as it should be. The majority of existing property 
owners would likely not benefit from the sale of their property as 
they would if it was publically stated up front that zoning would 
change, and that individual properties would be condemned for 
public benefit. 

Like it or not, geography proximate to WMATA rail stations 
inevitably will be denser and more urban. Single family detached 
homes on quarter-acre plots within a quarter- or even a half-mile

The idea for this insurance 
cooperative came from another 
organization that Franklin helped 
establish, the Union Fire Com- 
pany. The fire company was a 
separate organization and it was 
not a cooperative. 

The other oversight was not 
listing the New Deal Café as one 
of the cooperatives in Greenbelt. 
It 1s our youngest cooperative 
but has been contributing to the 
cooperative spirit of Greenbelt 
since 1995.

are constantly reassuring the pub- 
lic they have nothing to hide.” 

Other areas explicated by Les- 
ter where she found the state 
model deficient included the 
definition of compensation as it 
would apply to consulting fees, 
the appointment of the ethics 
commission by the council and 
the allowance of any gifts from 
lobbyists. 

Mayor Davis objected to Les- 
ter’s implications that the council 
was pushing through a weak 
ethics code to serve its own 
nefarious purposes. She said a 
worksession had been devoted to 
the subject in August that Lester 
had not attended. She added 
that while Lester might view the 
procedures of other jurisdictions 
to be better than Greenbelt’s, in 
most there are short time limits 
for audience members and com- 
ments are usually restricted to 
the end of the meeting. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts said he agreed with Lester 
that the ordinance was not strong 
enough and that lobbyists should 
not be allowed to give any gift 
or provide any support for con- 
ferences or events attended by 
government officials. He made 
a motion, seconded by Herling, 
to revise the ordinance to say 
no gift in any value could be 
accepted from a lobbyist. Mach 
replied that the key was that 
any such gift was required to be 
reported. Roberts replied, “Re- 
porting it doesn’t mean it won’t 
change your mind.” 

After discussion of additional 
specific points, Mach said that 
although she respected Roberts’ 
point of view, to attempt to 
pluck one item out of a 24- 
page piece of legislation without 
carefully reviewing the entire 
document would likely result in 
unintended consequences. Da- 
vis added that she continued to 
believe that thoughtful revision 
of the code should wait until 
councilmembers had experienced 
filling out the lengthy reporting 
forms in order to know what 
was really required. At this 
point, Herling withdrew his sec- 
ond of Roberts’ motion. 

Roberts said he would vote 


against the adoption and sub- 
mission of the ordinance to the 
state by the October 1 deadline 
because he could not get a vote 
on his motion. Davis said there 
were many items that needed 
further evaluation, not just one. 
Jordan said the ordinance was 
simply a step in the right direc- 
tion that needed to be made by a 
deadline. He asked Manzi what 
the next step would be. Manzi 
suggested that council wait until 
the ordinance had been certified 
by the state, appoint the ethics 
commission and have them re- 
view the document. The vote to 
adopt the ordinance and submit 
it by the state’s deadline was 6 
to 1 with Roberts voting against. 

Resolutions were also intro- 
duced for first reading to set 
the number of election judges 
and clerks for the upcoming city 
election and to add two compa- 
nies to the list of vendors whose 
total invoices are expected to 
exceed $10,000 during the cur- 
rent fiscal year. 

Redistricting 

The mayor asked to add 
county redistricting to the origi- 
nal agenda because two alternate 
plans had recently been submit- 
ted that would largely return to 
the existing councilmanic dis- 
tricts. Davis said, “We thought 
this was settled.” Greenbelt had 
supported the earlier plan, which 
would have placed the entire 
city, including the Greenbelt 
Metro Station, in District 3. Un- 
der the alternate plans, Greenbelt 
Station would once again be in 
the district with North College 
Park. 

Jordan said the thinking 
seemed to be that the station 
primarily impacts the residents 
of North College Park. Davis 
agreed that was the impetus but 
said the development of the sta- 
tion would have more impact 
on the city and the Greenbelters 
who would eventually reside 
there. Council gave direction to 
Assistant City Manager David 
Moran to attend the hearing the 
next night in Upper Marlboro 
and express the city’s desire 
to place all of the city in one 
district.

WMATA Now Considers 
R3 Route a Duplication

Proposed changes to increase 
effectiveness of bus services by 
the Washington Metropolitan Area 
Transit Authority (WMATA) in- 
clude elimination of the Metrobus 
R3 route in areas that the author- 
ity considers a duplication in ser- 
vice. WMATA proposes rerouting 
other routes to replace segments 
of the R3 route where justified by 
passenger usage. 

The R3 route transports pas- 
sengers between Greenbelt and 
Fort Totten, including extended 
weekday service to Adelphi Road, 
National Archives II, Metzerott 
Road, Greenbelt Road, Cherry- 
wood Lane, Beltway Plaza and 
Franklin Park. Of concern to city 
residents would be loss of service 
between Greenbelt Metro Station 
and west to Adelphi. 

The Greenbelt City Council, 
on its consent agenda for the 
meeting of October 10, agreed 
to send a letter to WMATA op- 
posing this loss of service and 
emphasizing the need to maintain 
service between the Archives 


and the Greenbelt Metro Station. 
The letter also suggests altering 
proposed changes that redirect 
the C8 route to serve some areas 
affected by the elimination of 
the R3 route, so that the new C8 
route also serves the Archives 
and the Greenbelt Metro Station. 

In the letter the city also 
points out the importance of 
maintaining transit service at 
Beltway Plaza. 

WMATA will accept com- 
ments from the public until 5 
p.m. on October 18. Citizens 
may email comments to written- 
testimony @wmata.com or mail 
them to Office of the Secretary, 
Washington Metropolitan Area 
Transit Authority, 600 Fifth St.

Diabetes and Gum Disease- no Sugar Coating the Correlation

Each year about 800,000 new cases 
of diabetes are diagnosed. Even more 
frightening- the Center for Disease 
Control reported a 70% increase in 
diabetes diagnosed in 30-39 year olds 
from 1990-1998. In diabetics, the blood 
glucose level is higher than normal due 
to a lack of insulin. Insulin is a hormone 
produced by the pancreas, the organ that 
breaks down sugar in our bodies. Dia- 
betics are typically unable to produce 
enough insulin or use the body’s natural 
insulin. Heart disease, blindness, organ 
failure, and poor circulation are medical 
concerns associated with high glucose 
levels. However, diabetes also increases 
the risk of gum disease, which can affect 
your overall health. 


The first stage of gum disease 
is gingivitis. Gingivitis occurs when 
normal bacteria in the mouth are not 
removed adequately. This causes the 
gums to become inflamed or swollen. 
Bacteria grow in plaque, a sticky film 
that everyone can remove with proper 
brushing and flossing. If the plaque is 
not removed, it hardens into tartar (also 
known as calculus). When teeth are not 
cleaned properly, gums start to bleed 
while brushing and flossing, a sign of 
gingivitis. Only a professional cleaning 
by your dental hygienist or dentist and 
can remove tartar or calculus. 

If gingivitis is ignored, more se- 
vere gum disease called periodontitis 
may develop. Periodontitis causes 
pockets to form between your teeth 
and gums. The gums pull away from 
your teeth allowing more germs to en- 
ter. The resulting infection may cause 
bone loss around your teeth which 
often leads to loose teeth. 


Research indicates a strong correla- 
tion between gum disease and diabetes. 
Diabetics are more prone to bacterial 
infections and cannot fight bacterial in- 
fections as well as a patient with normal 
glucose levels. Common symptoms of 
oral infections include swelling, pus, 
pain while chewing or general pain 
in the mouth, oral sensitivity to tem- 
perature and sweetness, and white or 
red patches within the mouth. 


New studies emphasize the im- 
portance of oral health and suggest 
that gum disease may actually contrib- 
ute to diabetes. Serious oral infections 


like periodontitis can cause unbal- 
anced glucose levels which increase 
the risk factors for diabetes. 


Preventing oral health problems in 
diabetics is first controlled by regulat- 
ing diabetes. Keep a healthy glucose 
level. Secondly, brush and floss your 
teeth properly at least twice daily. 
Finally, maintain regular check-ups 
with your dentist. Make sure to keep 
your dentist and hygienist updated on 
your health condition, medications, 
and glucose levels. Dental procedures 
are best performed when blood sugar 
is carefully controlled. Diabetics are 


typically slower healers, so regulating 
diabetes allows for a faster healing time. 
Remember to eat before heading to the 
dentist and stick to your normal meal 
plans afterwards in order to maintain 
regular blood sugar levels. If you cannot

radius of stations makes no eco- 
nomic sense; it is an unproductive 
private use of what is inherently 
public space, whomever or which- 
ever entity owns it. 

Current difficulties in the pri- 
vate office market reflect not just 
“the changed economy,” but a 
glut of dispersed single-use office 
campii that were developed (and 
are still being approved) on a 
white-flight model of urban retreat 
begun 50 years ago. 

City, county and state planning 
should begin now to consider re- 
development of the vast expanse 
of underutilized garden apartment, 
office park and shopping center 
properties, each with nearly an 
equal amount of free at-grade 
parking as there is usable hous- 
ing, office or retail space...(about 
another hundred words)

Yes, absolutely, I would con- 
sider revisions. The “changed 
economy” is only one reason. 
The other reason is that the ap- 
proved plan was out there for 
many years when the economy 
was good but nothing much hap- 
pened. The developers’ original 
plan had visions of Bloomingdales 
and Neiman Marcus dancing in 
our heads, but that turned out to 
be more hopeful than realistic. 

Recently the News Review 
reported that the FBI has consid- 
ered the Greenbelt Metro site for 
a possible new national headquar- 
ters. I hope this story is true. I 
would welcome such a move 
by the FBI or another federal 
agency. It would generate new 
small businesses in the City, bring 
many new customers to existing 
businesses, increase our office oc- 
cupancy, and in general be good 
for the local Greenbelt economy. 
I can speak from some experi- 
ence on that, as the new White 
Oak headquarters of the Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA), for 
which I work, has had that kind 
of impact in Silver Spring. 

Such a development would also 
increase the demand for homes 
in Greenbelt, and create demand 
for owned housing as well as 
apartments in Franklin Park. The 
increased number of people work- 
ing in the area could enable a 
self-financing shuttle bus sys- 
tem connecting other parts of 
Greenbelt to Greenbelt West and 
Greenbelt Metro. In general, our 
long-standing hopes for revital- 
izing Greenbelt West could be 
largely realized and the entire City 
would benefit. 

We can amend the current sec- 
tor plan without lowering our 
standards for quality develop- 
ment. My support also assumes 
a developer proposal that meets 
Greenbelt’s high standards. I still 
envision a development that is 
transit-oriented (not car-oriented), 
mixed-use (both commercial and 
residential), walkable (both to and 
within the development area), and 
environmentally sensitive, and 
which enhances our quality of life 
in Greenbelt.

After thorough deliberation 
by the Advisory Planning Board, 
the Planning Department, and the 
City Council, along with public 
input, comments were sent on the 
County’s Conceptual Site Plan 
for Greenbelt Station. Conditions 
were attached that addressed the 
needs and vision of the City at 
that time, as development seemed 
imminent. However, the economy 
declined, the housing market col- 
lapsed, and developers dropped 
their proposed projects. 

Most of our attached condi- 


tions are still relevant today. The 
state-owned parkland must remain 
inviolable; its forested wetlands 
should not be developed. The 
road connecting the two cores 
should be maintained as a two- 
lane road with bike lanes. The 
concept plan for the North Core is 
a high-density, mixed-use, transit- 
oriented design necessary for full 
utilization of the Metro station. 
However, no definite developer 
has come forward; any project 
will require a full Beltway in- 
terchange, which has not been 
funded. This gives the City time 
to define specific details to include 
in final negotiations, such as sites 
for public art and gathering places, 
multi-use buildings, a walkway to 
Franklin Park, and requirements 
for green roofs and solar panels. 

The South Core is where cur- 
rent economic market trends need 
to be addressed. Demand is neg- 
ligible for new condominiums and 
live/work units. Greenbelt has 
more than its share of rental apart- 
ments; however, demand for new 
rental units near a metro station 
is high. The planned townhouses 
should remain with greater em- 
phasis on providing options for a 
multi-income workforce. Along 
the metro corridor could be mid- 
rise buildings for medical, profes- 
sional and “green” businesses and 
limited retail that will provide jobs 
and services for nearby residents. 

The next City Council must 
carefully consider future develop- 
ment proposals to ensure that what 
it accepts is economically viable, 
environmentally sustainable, and 
effectively connects Greenbelt 
Station to all other Greenbelt 
neighborhoods.

The concept of high grade, 
mixed use transit oriented de- 
velopment faces numerous chal- 
lenges. Components of the Coun- 
ty’s sector plan were to include 
high scale retail, e.g., Nordstroms, 
office space, and town homes. 
However, ownership of the South 
Core is in bankruptcy and North 
Core owners have failed to secure 
the retail originally envisioned. 
Konterra’s development potentially 
translates into competition for re- 
tailers here. 

Recently, there has been some 
interest by the federal government 
to move the FBI here. Last week, 
at a worksession on economic 
development, Prince George’s 
County’s Director of Economic 
Development Thagard indicated 
that we might hear that the state 
is considering moving one of its 
agencies to Greenbelt. Neither 
of these entities would be subject 
to property taxes on land they 
developed. 

The City is often placed in a 
position of reacting to such pro- 
posals, sometimes in a posture of 
“take it or leave it” which does 
not make for good decision mak- 
ing. While we do not have control 
of such development, we could be 
in a position of greater leverage if 
our City established an economic 
development strategy implemented 
by a public-private economic de- 
velopment corporation. Nonethe- 
less, even with circumstances that 
constrain us, I urge that we seek to 
find environmentally based firms, 
e.g., green incubators, (research 
and embryonic construction of 
solar, wind, geothermal energies). 
Such entities would have a market 
already here in Greenbelt with 
which to connect. Finally, the City 
should advocate that such develop- 
ment be constructed at the higher 
storm water levels than those ad- 
opted by the County. 
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Finally, regardless of which 
developer ultimately arrives, one 
benefit would be the potential that 
those working at Metro’s newly 
developed sites would become new 
residents of an improving Franklin 
Park, seeking to live a short jitney, 
bike ride or walk away. 

Emmett Jordan 

Proposed uses for the Green- 
belt Station development are 
defined by “covenants and site 
plans” (binding agreements) 
between land owners (a bank, 
WMATA, and developers), the 
City, and the County (for zoning 
and final approval). Agreements 
are connected to the land, not to 
changing owners. 

A detailed site plan was ap- 
proved for the South Core of the 
development. SunTrust Bank 
recently foreclosed on the prop- 
erty, but construction can begin 
if a new owner completes the 
approved plan. The North Core 
is WMATA-owned land next to 
the Metrorail station, envisioned 
as a project with residential units, 
retail, office space, and a hotel. 
These plan details are not well 
defined or approved. 

Extensive input from citizens, 
staff, Advisory Planning Board, and 
Council went into the South Core 
plan. Similar input is required for 
the North Core. There are rumors 
a federal or state agency is consid- 
ering the North site. That would 
mean no tax revenues for Green- 
belt and tight security could isolate 
positive impacts on Greenbelt. 

I favor the mixed-use, transit 
oriented development plan, but 
the “mix” (condominiums, town- 
houses, apartments, retail) may 
come up for discussion. Easy 
access to transportation, shopping, 
recreation, and amenities are 1m- 
portant to increasing numbers of 
one and two person households 
(younger and older). There are 
many new residential and com- 
mercial developments being built 
around us. Much of our housing 
was built prior to 1980. We must 
find ways to attract and keep good 
people and desirable businesses in 
Greenbelt. 

The development must comple- 
ment a broader vision for Green- 
belt West that includes Franklin 


Park, and Beltway Plaza. Quality 
construction and affordable hous- 
ing for young families, govern- 
ment workers, and retirees are 
important values we must retain. 
Open space and watersheds must 
be protected. I will work for 
sustainable community and eco- 
nomic development that provides 
stewardship for natural resources.
